SIERRA VALLEY BARNS.

tion of handling and storing it with 
economy is very important. To meet 
this demand, a barn of peculiar con- 
struction has been developed. It is 
usually very large and roomy and the 
wagon loaded with hay is carried to 
the top on a runway that starts up on 
a steep grade outside of the buildiog, 
and enters just beneath the comb of 
the roof low enoagh to admit the load. 
The sides of the wagon drop on the 
opening of a latch and the hay almost 
unloads itself. The barn is sometimes 
filled entirely with hay. but usually 
the first floor is divided into stalls for 
cattle and borses, and a store-room 
for wagons aod machinery. Over 
these is a long and very wide space on 
each side of the runway, capable of 
holding immense quantities of hay. 
A Gazette reporter recently took 
measurements of J. L. Crows’ barn iu 
Clover Valley. The raeway is 600 
feet in length and rises to a height 
of 27 feet and is eight feet wide. The 
wagon is drawn up bya whim worked 
by a horse. Heavy timbors are spiked 
on the outer edges of the runway and 
guide the wagon. Anderson of Fish 
Springs, Flint of Sierra Valley and 
many others use barns of this pattern 
and all are well satisfied. The pat- 
tern originated in Sierra Valley.
